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Interview/On the history of the International 

with John D. Schapiro 


'' . . when all is said and done, the most 
amazing thing was that the race actually 
developed. Almost a score of foreign horses 
had been 'selected' at one time or another in 
an effort to provide the best possible field. 
But many owners and trainers feared the 
consequences of the trip to America and de¬ 
clined. Even at the last minute, one horse 
was withdrawn because of a plane delay and 
still another, listed as a starter until three 
days before the race, came up with lame¬ 
ness. 

"Yet sufficient quality and quantity were 
on hand, and the event must go down in 
Maryland racing history as one of the spe¬ 
cial races marked by success from every an¬ 
gle." Don Reed reported on the first 
running of the Washington, D.C., In¬ 
ternational in the November 1952 
Maryland Horse. 

Like the race that he created, John D. 
Schapiro has held up remarkably well. 
He is 77 years old now. Small, trim, he 
moves with the energy of a man half his 
age. His face—familiar to so many peo¬ 
ple in photographs over the years— 
seems not so much aged as comfortably 
well-worn. 

Mr. Schapiro, former longtime own¬ 
er and president of Laurel, still lives in 
the grand brick manor house on My 
Lady's Manor in Monkton where he 
and his wife, the former Eleanor Tyd- 
ings, have made their home for many 
years. He still regularly foxhunts with 
the Elkridge-Harford Hunt, of which 
Mrs. Schapiro is longtime joint-Master. 

On the occasion of the 40th running 
of the International, Mr. Schapiro remi¬ 
nisced with the Maryland Horse: 

Question: As people may or may not 
know, the International (originally known 
as the Washington, D.C., International, 
now the Budweiser International) was your 
race for 33 years. You designed it and spon¬ 
sored it and cajoled foreign owners and 
trainers to run their horses in it. The Inter¬ 
national was a daring innovation when you 
started it back in 1952. But it was more or 
less an instant hit, and throughout its long 
history it has been one of the most pres¬ 
tigious races in the world. 


How did the idea for the International 
originate? 

Answer: In 1950, when my father 
(the late Morris Schapiro) and I bought 
controlling interest in Laurel, Pimlico 
was the number one race track in Mary¬ 
land, and rightfully so. It put on the 
biggest stakes program, and offered 
the largest purses. There was a lot of 
pride in that, and we were trying to 
bring Laurel up to its level. 

I knew enough about racing to rec¬ 
ognize that every track needs one pre¬ 
mier event. Pimlico has the Preakness, 
Churchill Downs has the Kentucky 
Derby, Santa Anita has the Santa Anita 
Handicap, and so on. We had to search 
for an event at Laurel. Since Laurel is 
situated just outside the nation's capi¬ 
tal, and we had on our board of direc¬ 
tors three former ambassadors—^James 
Bruce, Breckinridge Long and George 
Garrett—Laurel seemed like a proper 
setting for an international race. 

England had restrictions at that time 
for people traveling to the U.S. British 
people couldn't take more than 25 
pounds out of the country. So we came 
up with the concept of an invitational 
race; we would pay the expenses of the 
horse, trainer, jockey, groom. 

The conditions for the race had to be 
fair. We couldn't expect foreign horses 
to use a starting gate, or run on a dirt 
track, when they had never seen any of 
those things in their lives. For the first 
seven runnings, we had a walk-up 
start; then we changed to a Newmarket 
tape. 

That first running was really an eye- 
opener for the press. There wasn't a 
handicapper in the country who gave 
the foreign horses a chance of finishing 
in the money. But an English horse 
(Wilwyn) won it; an American finished 
second; an English horse finished 
third; a German, fourth. That had to be 
one of the most gratifying experiences; 
it was the start of the whole internation¬ 
al process. 

Q: What were some of the other high¬ 
lights of those early years? 


A: Getting the English Derby win¬ 
ner, Sir Ivor, who won it in 1968 . . . The 
first year the Russians came, which was 
1958. We established a new attendance 
record for Maryland that year, over 
40,000 people, better than the Preak¬ 
ness, and a new betting record, $2.6 
million. Laurel was packed to the gills 
that day. People who had never been to 
a race track came out to see the Russian 
horses. We had no idea we'd get that 
kind of response. 

The French got involved early. A 
very good French horse (Worden II) 
won it the second year—that was a very 
encouraging sign. After that the French 
started sending good horses over regu¬ 
larly when they were invited; we had at 
least four Arc de Triomphe winners. 

(Editor's note: Mr. Schapiro was 
honored three times by the French gov¬ 
ernment for his pioneering efforts in in¬ 
ternational racing. He was also named 
"racing's man of the year" by Sports Il¬ 
lustrated in 1960, and was the recipient 
of the 1980 Eclipse award of merit.) 

The best benchmark for the success 
of the International was the number of 
important events that came as an out¬ 
growth. The first one was the United 
Nations Handicap at Atlantic City. They 
came to me and asked if I'd mind; they 
were good friends of mine, and of 
course I said it was all right. Then Santa 
Anita started an invitational race dur¬ 
ing its Oak Tree meeting, and Wood¬ 
bine instituted the Rothman's; NYRA, 
the Turf Classic; Arlington Park, the 
Million; Japan started its Japan Cup; 
and, of course, now we have the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup. 

Q; How did the growth of the Interna¬ 
tional affect the rest of the racing program at 
Laurel? 

A: Well, it caused us to make some 
improvements that probably wouldn't 
have happened without the Interna¬ 
tional. We enlarged the track from a 
mile to a mile-and-an-eighth, to allow 
for a proper turf course. When we start¬ 
ed the International, Laurel had a 
seven-furlong turf course! Can you 
imagine horses coming from Long-

champ, Epsom, Ascot, where they 
have those long, sweeping turns, and 
trying to run around a seven-furlong 
course? When it appeared that the In¬ 
ternational would continue, it was ob¬ 
vious that we needed to have the proper 
facility. Laurel became the only track in 
Maryland to have a mile turf course. 
Local horsemen were happy, because 
everyone prefers the wider turns. 

The International was certainly not a 
money-making proposition, but it 
brought a lot of attention to the race 
track. 

Q: Obviously, Maryland racing under¬ 
went tremendous changes during the years 
that you presided over Laurel. What were 
some of the other innovations of that time? 

A: When we bought Laurel, there 
were nine race tracks in Maryland: four 
major tracks—Laurel, Pimlico, Bowie 
and Havre de Grace; and five half-mile 
tracks—Marlboro, Timonium, Cum¬ 
berland, Bel Air and Hagerstown. 

Laurel had only 25 racing dates a 
year. 

One of the first things we did, in 
1951, was purchase Havre de Grace, 
with the intention, of course, of moving 
its dates to Laurel. But the state legisla¬ 
ture said no. We couldn't simply move 
Havre de Grace's (25) racing days to 
Laurel; we'd have to share them with 
the other mile tracks. So we got eight 
more days, Pimlico got eight, Bowie got 
eight, and the extra day alternated 
years. 


That was the beginning of race track 
consolidation in Maryland. As other 
minor tracks became available, we 
bought them and divided the dates, 
and eventually it boiled down to what 
we have today—Laurel, Pimlico and 
Timonium. 

Our goal was always to have Laurel a 
first-class facility. It was still basically 
the same structure that was built in 
1911—just plain old wooden stands— 
when we bought it. We built the club¬ 
house and turf club; Laurel was the first 
track on the East Coast to undergo ma¬ 
jor improvements. 

Winterization was a big project in 
the 1960s. Our architects went to Eng¬ 
land to find those huge plate glass 
panes that are bolted together, without 
mullions, so as not to obstruct vision. 

Q: After the late Frank De Francis and 
his partners Bob and Tom Manfuso pur¬ 
chased Laurel from you in 1984, they made 
a number of changes to the International — 
shortening the distance from a mile and a 
half to a mile and a quarter, instituting a 
two-tiered purse structure so that most 
horses are now nominated rather than in¬ 
vited, including it as part of a two-day Turf 
Festival, adding commercial sponsorship. 
How do you feel about the changes? 

A: I think they have done tremen¬ 
dously well with the Turf Festival; I 
don't think there's a better weekend of 
racing anywhere in the U.S. 

Unfortunately, the Breeders' Cup 
has taken some of the luster away from 
the International. But Laurel has re¬ 


sponded with some marvelous innova¬ 
tions: moving the Selima and Laurel 
Futurity to the grass, and adding the 
Laurel Dash-G3 and All Along Stakes- 
G2. The Turf Festival gives foreign 
owners and trainers extra incentives to 
bring a horse over for the International, 
because there's more than that one race 
to compete in. 

I'm very pleased with the way it has 
evolved. 

When I sold Laurel, I was ready to 
sell. I had done as much as I could to 
put on the type of racing that people 
wanted, and provide the kind of facility 
that was absolutely necessary. I was 
frustrated with my inability, and the in¬ 
ability of Maryland's Thoroughbred 
racing industry, to make headway with 
the Maryland legislature. At that time, 
the state was still taking close to 5 per¬ 
cent of the betting dollar. It was getting 
very burdensome. Of course, getting 
the takeout reduced was one of the first 
things that Frank De Francis was able to 
do. 

The new group entered with enthu¬ 
siasm, and it has been wonderful what 
they've accomplished. 

Q: During the years that you ran Laurel, 
you had several other businesses. As a direc¬ 
tor of Maryland Shipbuilding & Drydock 
Co., owner of Crown Terminal Warehouse, 
etc. Are you now completely retired? 

A: Mostly retired. I'm involved with 
a mortgage brokerage business in 
downtown Baltimore that is run by my 
stepson, Joe Gillet. 

Q: And you stay active in other ways? 

A: I swim four mornings a week 
here at home—we have a plastic bubble 
over the pool—and I try to get to the 
Downtown Athletic Club a couple of 
days a week, for racquetball. Nautilus, 
Stairmaster, whatever strikes my fancy 
that day. 

Q: Do you own any race horses? 

A: My wife and I have a few stee¬ 
plechase horses that Joey (Gillet) trains 
and rides, and of course several hunt¬ 
ers; no flat horses. 

Q: You seem extremely content with 
your life. 

A: As one grows older, one starts to 
appreciate different things . . . good 
health, more than anything else, and 
peaceful surroundings and relation¬ 
ships.

World's finest compete 
on Breeders' Cup day

The Breeders' Cup, while undoubtedly a challenge 
to achieve, has become Thoroughbred racing's most 
exciting day for two simple and obvious reasons: major 
stakes comprise virtually the entire card, and purses 
are high enough to attract most of the world's top 
sound horses. 

Even if, as some contend, the Breeders' Cup isn't 
attracting millions of new racing fans the way it once 
was expected to, there's little doubt that it has now 
surpassed the Kentucky Derby as the favorite celebra¬ 
tion and showcase for serious racing fans, which in¬ 
cludes most industry insiders. 

In spite of uncomfortably cold weather, the 1991 ver¬ 
sion at venerable Churchill Downs drew 66,204, third 
highest attendance in eight years. These hardy souls— 
no sophomoric picnickers or Hollywood julep drink¬ 
ers—happily appreciated one of the more exciting, and 
satisfying, of all Breeders' Cup days. 

After years of wooing foreign interests, the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup finally boasted starters from outside the U.S. 
in all seven (Grade 1) races, enabling the term "world 
class" to be used with impunity. Shockingly, three 
winners were European-based horses, one was from 
Canada, and yet another was Irish-bred. 

The tone of the day was established immediately 
when an invader from England, Sheikh Albadou (GB), 
was an unexpected $54.60 victor in the Sprint. With all 
due respect to the Classic, the climax was easily the 
performance of Arazi, shipped from France, who won 
the Juvenile with a breathtaking move. 

Sheikh Albadou (GB), a 1988 son of Green Desert, 
was the first European horse to win the Sprint—six

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furlongs on the dirt—and, while he won convincingly 
by three lengths, the expected "big horse" in the race, 
Robert Levy's Housebuster, was no factor because of 
being eased with a strained ligament. 

Arazi, a Kentucky-bred colt by Blushing Groom 
(Fr), is owned jointly by Allen Paulson and Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed al Maktoum and is trained in France by Fran¬ 
cois Boutin. As for the move he made, even the oldest, 
most cynical and jaded turf writers in the press box felt 
they'd been witness to something historic. 

Opening Verse, a look-alike son of The Minstrel 
who'd set a track record on the Churchill Downs turf 
course in May, brought glory to Maryland when he 
fooled the bettors and flew to a $55.40 victory in the 
Mile, his last start before being retired to stud at North- 
view Stallion Station in Chesapeake City. 

The longest price of the day, with another Maryland 
connection, was the $86.20 victory in the Turf by Miss 


Alleged. Bred by Carl Freeman of Maryland, this 
daughter of Alleged, who'd been training and racing 
in France until recently, went five wide to circle the 
pack, including Itsallgreektome, in a late run. 

The Juvenile Fillies, won by Buckland Farms' Pleas¬ 
ant Stage, was the second good effort of the day by a 
Buckland Farm homebred sired by Pleasant Colony 
and trained by Christopher Speckert. Earlier, a Virgin¬ 
ia-bred colt. Pleasant Tap, had ended up second to 
Sheikh Albadou (GB) in the Sprint. 

Canadian trainer Jim Day had a very strong entry in 
the Distaff with Wilderness Song and Dance Smartly. 
At the finish, it was Dance Smartly, winner of the Ca¬ 
nadian Triple Crown. By Danzig out of a Smarten mare 
(Classy 'n Smart), this filly will rest in Florida and then 
may be sent to Europe next year. 

The last Breeders' Cup race on a program filled with 
foreign connections was the $3,000,000 Classic. Unlike 
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Opening Verse went out in a blaze of glory, winning 
the Mile in his last race before undertaking stud duties 
at Northview Stallion Station. Canadian star Dance 
Smartly (opposite), out of a daughter of Smarten, ran true 
to form in the Distaff, scoring with complete authority. 


in 1988, the Louisville sky was bright when Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) led all the way to victory in the world's 
richest mile and one-quarter. Another retiree, the gray 
son of Miswaki will stand at Vinery, in Kentucky. 

Adding special excitement to the 1991 Breeders' 
Cup was the first National Pick Seven, offered in 29 
states. While predictions of up to $30 million were 
heard, most experts were pleased with the $8,525,849 
handle. With no 7-winner ticket anywhere, 29 tickets 
with six winners collected about $220,000 each. 

With stud fees continuing to drop drastically, the 
Breeders' Cup has begun to earn an ever-higher pro¬ 
portion of its revenue from simulcasting. This year's 


simulcast wagering on the Breeders' Cup will end up 
totaling approximately $73 million. Is it really true that 
none of this existed ten years ago? /R. W. W. 

It's the ultimate send-off: winning a Breeders' Cup 
day event, in a final flash of brilliance, before entering 
stud. 

And Opening Verse accomplished just that in the 
Breeders' Cup Mile. 

A 5-year-old son of The Minstrel, Opening Verse 
will stand his first season at stud at Northview Stallion 
Station, in Chesapeake City, in 1992. 

He was already one of the hottest sire prospects to 
come along in Maryland in recent years. The Minstrel's 
top-performing son in the U.S., Opening Verse won or 
placed in 19 of 30 career starts and earned $1,651,135. 
He is a major stakes winner on both turf and dirt, 
having gained earlier victories in the Oaklawn Park 
Handicap-Gl, Razorback Handicap-G2 and Early 
Times Handicap-G3 (in new course record time). 

Now Opening Verse becomes the first Breeders' 
Cup winner ever to retire directly to stud in Maryland. 

Northview purchased 50 percent of Opening Verse 
in July, 1990, soon after he finished third to Sunday 
Silence and Criminal Type in the Hollywood Gold 
Cup-Gl. Opening Verse continued to race in the colors 
of Allen Paulson, who retained half-ownership. 

Richard Golden, who owns and operates Northview 
in partnership with Allaire duPont, Robert P. Levy and 
Dr. Tom Bowman, reports that Northview is syndicat¬ 
ing its portion in 20 shares, at $50,000 per share. 

Opening Verse's 1992 stud fee is $10,000 live foal. 

The horse was shipped to Northview (formerly site 
of the Windfields Stallion Division) several days after 
the Breeders' Cup, and will occupy the stall that used 
to belong to his sire. He will use his grandsire North¬ 
ern Dancer's former stud paddock. 

Bred by Jacques Wimpfheimer in partnership with 
Howard Gilman's Gilman Investment Co., Opening 
Verse has an impressive pedigree on his dam's side, as 
well. He is out of the ’^Grey Dawn II mare Shy Dawn. A 
multiple graded stakes winner of $516,301, Shy Dawn 
has also produced graded stakes horses So She Sleeps, 
Dangerous Dawn and Shy Princess, and is a half-sister 
to the dam of champion Heavenly Cause. The success¬ 
ful young Northview stallion Two Punch (by Mr. Pros¬ 
pector) is out of Heavenly Cause. 

Purchased as a yearling at Saratoga for $880,000, on 
a bid by Sheikh Mohammed's Darley Stud Manage¬ 
ment, Opening Verse launched his career in England, 
winning four of 11 starts at 2 and 3, and finishing sec¬ 
ond to Nashwan in the Coral-Eclipse Stakes-Gl at 
Sandown. Paulson bought him privately from Sheikh 
Mohammed in late 1989, and turned him over to U.S. 
trainer Richard Lundy, who conditioned him through¬ 
out the last two seasons. 
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Uo we know how to breed a good horse, or 
what?" said Marylander Carl Freeman. 

No, Miss Alleged, who staged remarkable upset in 
this year's Breeders' Cup Turf, is not a Maryland-bred. 
But her breeder resides in Montgomery County, Md., 
and her dam Miss Tusculum was born here and has 
spent most of her life in this state. 

Freeman, a real estate builder/developer, bought 
Miss Tusculum (by Boldnesian) in partnership with 
Frank A. Bonsai Jr. at a Florida 2-year-olds in training 
sale in 1972 for $28,000. She was one of the first horses 
he ever owned. 

Freeman's early experiences with Miss Tusculum 
(who is named after his 500-acre Tusculum Farm near 
Olney) were a horror story. She broke down without 
ever racing. But her first foal. Bold Josh (by Tentam), 
won four stakes, placed in four others, and earned 
$303,000. 

Miss Tusculum produced one other stakes winner, 
the Northern Jove colt Nancy's Champion ($223,053, 
Friar Rock S, Heresy S, etc.) and stakes-placed 
Tusculum Dancer (by Green Dancer), Heaven Knows 
(by Quadrangle) and It's Alleged (by Alleged), before 
Miss Alleged came along. She is also the granddam of 
Grade 2 stakes winner Captain Valid, by Valid Appeal. 


Four-year-old Miss Alleged, who races for Issam 
Fares's Fares Farm Inc., was sold by Freeman at the 
Keeneland July Yearling sale for $250,000. 

But Miss Tusculum, now 21 years old, is still in pro¬ 
duction for Freeman, who is now her sole owner. The 
mare has a yearling, soon to be 2-year-old, Miswaki 
colt, whom Freeman sold as a weanling at Keeneland 
for $230,000. She has a Verbatim weanling filly, whom 
Freeman may keep as a future broodmare prospect, 
and is in foal for 1992 to Alleged. 

Miss Tusculum and her weanling are boarded at Bill 
Betz's farm in Paris, Ky, where Miss Alleged was 
foaled. Betz, a former manager of Helmore Farm in 
Maryland, is a longtime partner and agent of Freeman. 
Because of her age. Miss Tusculum hasn't been 
shipped back and forth to Kentucky for the last few 
years, but Mr. Freeman said he may bring her back to 
Tusculum to foal next spring. Freeman has three 
broodmares on his farm in Maryland, and seven or 
eight in partnership with Betz in Kentucky. 

Miss Alleged was not the only Breeders' Cup star 
with Maryland connections. 

■ The brilliant Breeders' Cup Juvenile winner Arazi is 
out of a Maryland-bred mare, Danseur Fabuleux (by 
Northern Dancer). Bred by Buffalo Bills owner Ralph 
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Buckland Farm's homebred Pleasant Stage, by Derby/ 
Preakness winner Pleasant Colony, came from far back in 
the field of 14 to defeat La Spia in the Juvenile Fillies. 


C. Wilson, Danseur Fabuleux was dropped at Wind- 
fields Farm in Chesapeake City, because her dam was 
there to be bred back to Northern Dancer. 

Wilson, who lives in Detroit, Mich., was a longtime 
client of Windfields. Arazi is a great-grandson of Wil¬ 
son's foundation mare Native Partner (by Raise a Na¬ 
tive). Native Partner, among many claims to fame, pro¬ 
duced Maryland-bred Ajdal, Northern Dancer's son 
who was Europe's champion sprinter in 1987. 

Group stakes-placed in France, Danseur Fabuleux is 
one of the most expensive Maryland-bred mares ever 
sold at public auction. She brought $1.4 million (in foal 
to Forty Niner) at Wilson's 1989 Keeneland dispersal, 
the same sale at which owner Allen Paulson bought 
Arazi for $350,000. 

■ Dance Smartly, who lived up to expectations in cap¬ 
turing the Breeders' Cup Distaff, is a granddaughter of 
the well-established Maryland sire Smarten. 

Dance Smartly's dam Classy 'n Smart was the most 
outstanding runner Smarten has sired to date. She 
annexed the Canadian Oaks-Gl and Ontario Colleen 
Stakes-G3, and was named Canada's 1984 champion 
3-year-old filly. 

Dance Smartly (by Danzig) carried on the family 
tradition as Canada's champion 2-year-old filly last 
season. This year she became the first filly ever to win 
Canada's Triple Crown (the Queen's Plate, Prince of 
Wales and Breeders' Stakes). She has earned more 
money than any female runner in history—$3,083,456. 


Smarten, a 15-year-old son of Cyane—Smartaire by 
*Quibu, stands at Northview Stallion Station in Chesa¬ 
peake City. 

Virginia breeder/owner Thomas Mellon Evans 
and his wife Betty have had many proud achievements 
with their horses since getting into the business in the 
mid-1960s. But Breeders' Cup day, 1991, will always 
rank among the very top. 

Pleasant Stage, by the Evanses' homebred 1981 
Kentucky Derby winner Pleasant Colony, rallied to win 
the Juvenile Fillies in a close finish, making her a lead¬ 
ing contender for an Eclipse award. And Pleasant Tap, 
a 4-year-old son of Pleasant Colony, was runner-up in 
the Sprint. 

Both are homebreds who race in Evans's Buckland 
Farm colors. Pleasant Stage was foaled in Kentucky, 
while Pleasant Tap is a Virginia-bred. 

Pleasant Stage descends from a mare, Patelin (by 
Cornish Prince), whom Mr. Evans purchased for 
$275,000 at the 1972 George D. Widener dispersal at 
Hialeah. Among Patelin's offspring was California 
Oaks winner Northern Meteor (by Northern Dancer), 
dam of Grade 1 stakes winners A Phenomenon and 
Seattle Meteor. Northern Meteor also produced Mete¬ 
or Stage (by Stage Door Johnny). Although she retired 
a maiden after 11 starts. Meteor Stage has produced 
three stakes winners—Stage Colony, Full Stage and 
Pleasant Stage—from four foals to race. 

Evans, 81, is president of the New York City invest¬ 
ment firm Evans & Company and is former chairman 
of the H.K. Porter Company, a steel and rubber prod¬ 
ucts manufacturer. A member of The Jockey Club, he 
has a 320-acre farm near Lexington, Ky, and an 850- 
acre farm near Gainesville, Va./L.C.A. □ 
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Leariva leads French 
conquest of Turf Festival

Two of Maryland's most illustrious racing families 
were in the running for this year's 40th renewal of the 
Grade 1 $750,000-guaranteed Budweiser International. 
But, like everyone else, they were swept away by the 
French invasion. 

French horses made themselves at home on the soft 
turf, with Leariva, a little-known 4-year-old filly, rang¬ 
ing up on the outside from far off the pace to register a 
dramatic length and three-quarter upset. Her com¬ 
patriots Sillery and Goofalik prevailed over the rest of 
the 13-horse field in the October 19 event at Laurel. 

Leariva, by Irish River (Fr) out of the Luthier mare 
Leandra (Fr), was bred in Kentucky, but races for her 
breeder, Baron Thierry van Zuylen, whose racing sta¬ 
ble is based in France. 

It was one for the record books. Leariva's $90.60 
mutuel payoff was the largest in the history of the 
International (topping the $76.60 record set by Lieu¬ 
tenant's Lark in 1986). She is only the fifth filly ever to 
win, the others being Dahlia, 1973; Nobiliary, 1975; 
April Run, 1982; and All Along, 1983. And she was 
ridden by Maryland-based rider Edgar Prado, who be¬ 
came the first local jockey to win an International since 
Wayne Chambers aboard Mongo in 1963. 

The winner may also have set some kind of record 
for international connections. Leariva's trainer, David 
Smaga, a former assistant to the famous French trainer 
and four-time International winner Maurice Zilber, is 
based in France. Her rider is a 24-year-old native of 
Peru. Her owner was born in Paris, educated at Harv¬ 
ard University and now lives in London. A citizen of 
Belgium, Baron van Zuylen gained his title through 
family properties in Holland. 

Maryland's hopes for a true-blue International win¬ 
ner (the only Maryland-bred to score a victory was

Nelson Bunker Hunt's Youth, who represented France 
in 1976) rested on Rebuff, a 6-year-old Cold Reception 
gelding bred and owned by John and Kitty Merryman, 
of Sparks, Md., and trained by their daughter-in-law, 
Frances Merryman. 

A gutsy campaigner who rose steadily through the 
turf stakes ranks this season, defeating the seemingly- 
invincible Double Booked while winning Pimlico's 
Damascus Handicap his last time out. Rebuff bogged 
down in International competition, and finished elev¬ 
enth. 

Just behind him was Canadian representative Kar- 
mani, who is trained by Marylander Bill Boniface. 
Owned and bred by Thomas W. Webb's Eaton Hall 
Farm, of Ontario, Karmani was a veteran of top compe¬ 
tition, having gained a second (upon the disqualifica¬ 
tion of Izvestia) in Sky Classic's Seagram Cup Hand- 
icap-G3 at Woodbine in his last try. 

Drenching rains on the Thursday before the race, 
which in a change from recent years was run on a 
Saturday instead of Sunday, set up near-ideal condi¬ 
tions for the French runners, who are used to soft turf 
at home. Leariva's time of 2:06% for the mile and 
a quarter was much slower than the stakes record 
(2:01 Vs) set last year over a firm turf course by Fly Till 
Dawn. But her performance couldn't be written off as a 
fluke. 

"We were looking for her to vindicate herself," said 
Baron van Zuylen, explaining that Leariva had been 
badly left at the start in her last race, the Group 2 Prix 
de rOpera, at Longchamp on October 6. "She lost a 
good 15 lengths, and still finished within two and a 
half lengths of the winner. She has to be relaxed early 
in the race, because she's so generous. If she's in the 
right position at the right time, she has such terrific 
acceleration, she can beat anybody." 

The International was Leariva's fifth victory from 15 
career starts. Among her other wins were the Prix 
d'Astarte-G2 at Deauville last August and the Prix Ex- 
bury-G3 at St. Cloud in March. 

Baron van Zuylen said he had planned to retire 
Leariva as a broodmare after the International but 
when she won, he changed his mind. She will proba¬ 
bly go on to race in California or New York, he said. 

The International was not the richest race Baron van 
Zuylen has ever won. He was co-owner of Perrault 
(GB), the 1982 turf champion and winner of that year's

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Budweiser Arlington Million. But he said the Interna¬ 
tional was his most exciting win. "You are representing 
your country. When they play the 'Marseillaise/ it's 
like being in the Olympics." 

Leariva's victory was the 14th time a French horse 
has won the International, but the first since Seattle 
Song in 1984. The U.S. has been represented by 20 
winners; England two; and Ireland, Australia, Ven¬ 
ezuela and Germany have had one each. 

French horses maintained their formidable form in 
the other events of the Laurel Turf Festival, namely the 
Selima Stakes-G3 and Laurel Futurity-G3 (both 
$200,000-guaranteed), supporting features of the In¬ 
ternational card; and the $300,000-guaranteed All 
Along Stakes-G2 and $250,000-guaranteed Laurel 
Dash-G3, on Sunday, October 20. 

It's interesting to note, however, that all five Interna¬ 
tional Turf Festival winners were foaled in Kentucky. 

Ken de Saron, owned by Issam Fares and trained by 
Maurice Zilber, annihilated a field of more experienced 
2-year-old fillies, capturing the Selima by nine and 
three-quarter lengths. A maiden, she had finished 
third in her only other start, in France. "Mr. Zilber 
doesn't come all this way for nothing," commented the 
filly's elated owner. Ken de Saron was foaled at her 
owner's Kentucky breeding establishment. She is by 
an Australian-based stallion, Kenmare, out of Lyre de 
Saron by Luthier. 

The U.S. came back strong in the Laurel Futurity, 
when Smiling and Dancin scored by five and a half 
lengths over Free At Last, with Maryland-bred Older 
But Smarter holding on to finish third. Smiling and 
Dancin (Lyphard's Wish—Smilin' Sera by Explodent) 
is owned by Wall Street financiers Robert J. Sullivan, 
Richard Rosee and Larry Pomerantz, and trained by 
Stephen DiMauro. 

There were no foreign entries in the Laurel Dash, 
which resulted in a front-running six-length victory by 
the favorite, John A. Bell Ill's homebred Forest Glow 
(Green Forest—Aflicker by Damascus). 

But French representatives swept the first four 
places in the All Along. Sheikh Mohammed's Sha Tha, 
trained in France by Andre Fabre, set every fraction, 
winning by a half-length. Sha Tha, a regally-bred 
daughter of Mr. Prospector—Savannah Dancer by 
Northern Dancer, was bred by Allen Paulson. □

Maryland Million expands 

Maryland Million Ltd. has an¬ 
nounced an expansion of $250,000 in 
purses and awards for 1992. 

"After six highly successful one-day 
events," said founder and chairman 
Jim McKay, "we wanted to provide 
more opportunities throughout the 
year, both for Maryland Million-eligible 
horses to earn purses and for nomi¬ 
nated Maryland-based stallions to earn 
awards. Expanding our program by 
$250,000 and making it available on 11 
additional days enables us to do that." 

Approximately half of the an¬ 
nounced expansion, $126,500, will go 
toward purses ($25,000/$20,000)—with 
ten-percent nominator awards—for five 
restricted Maryland Million Starter 
Handicaps. These will be run on each 
of Maryland's five other major racing 
days: General George Day, Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial Day, Preakness Day, De Francis 
Dash Day and International Day. 

The other half of the expansion, 
$123,500, will go toward Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Purse Premiums ($20,000)—with 
20-percent nominator awards—added 
to five different open stakes scheduled 
at Laurel or Pimlico during the year. 


along with one $3,500 purse premium 
added to a steeplechase run in Mary¬ 
land. 

Participation in this program, in¬ 
cluding the $1,065,000 paid on Mary¬ 
land Million Day, is restricted to the 
nominated progeny of Maryland-based 
stallions. According to Rich Wilcke, ex¬ 
ecutive director, location of foaling is 
not relevant and, since 1986, one-third 
has gone to runners foaled out of state.

Safely Kept retired 

The final tally: 31 starts, 24 wins, 
two seconds, three thirds, and earn¬

Safely Kept, the humbly-bred 
speedball who carried the banner for 
Maryland the last three seasons, was 
retired from racing on October 24. The 
5-year-old mare had been scheduled to 
make her final appearance in the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Sprint-Gl on November 2. But 
she suffered slight damage to the sus¬ 


pensory ligaments in her right front an¬ 
kle in her last race before that, the 
Meadowlands Budweiser Breeders' 
Cup-G3, which she won, on October 4. 

"I've run horses with injuries 50 
times worse," said trainer Alan Gold¬ 
berg. "But she's too great even to think 
about not having her be 100 percent." 

Safely Kept, owned by Barry L. 
Weisbord and the Jayeff B Stable of 
George Prussin and Richard Santulli, 
was sent to Denali Stud, near Paris, Ky. 
She will be bred next spring, most like¬ 
ly to Mr. Prospector. 

Bred by David and Jo Ann Hayden, 
of Dark Hollow Farm in Upperco, Md., 
Safely Kept was produced from a mare. 
Safely Home by Winning Hit, whom 
the Haydens claimed for $11,500. Her 
sire Horatius stands at Cynthia and 
Charles McGinnes's Thornmar farm in 
Chestertown, Md., for $2,400 live foal. 

Trained as a 2-year-old by Mary¬ 
land-based Carlos Garcia, Safely Kept 
was impressive from the earliest stages 
of her career. The Haydens accepted an 
offer of $300,000 from a partnership 
headed by Weisbord after she galloped 
to an easy victory in her third start, 
Pimlico's Playpen Stakes. Safely Kept 
was named champion 2-year-old Mary¬ 
land-bred filly of 1988. 

As a 3-year-old, Safely Kept was un¬ 
defeated in eight starts leading up to 
the Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl, which she 
lost to Dancing Spree in a heart- 
breakingly game effort. Her record that 
season earned her the national sprint 
title.

Around the Farms 


Josco 

Stanley I. Joselson moved his Josco 
Farm holdings—three stallions, 23 
broodmares and a number of yearlings 
and foals—to Chesapeake City during 
the summer of 1990, after having been a 
major force in New Jersey for years. 

So far it is working out even better 
than planned, according to farm man¬ 
ager Jack Decker. ''We expected it 
would take about three years to estab¬ 
lish ourselves here, but we bred as 
many mares this past season as we had 
in New Jersey." 

Josco bred a total of 90 mares last 
season. The oldest of the four stallions 
in residence is Joselson's homebred 
stakes winner Two Davids. With four 
crops to race, the 11-year-old stallion 
has sired four stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing current 2-year-old star Latest Scan¬ 
dal. The filly, bred by Marylander Har¬ 
ry Landry, brought $33,000 at the Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's 2-year-olds 
in training sale last April. She has won 
four of five starts, including the Mo¬ 
hawk and Prom Stakes, for earnings of 
$105,150. Her dam. Grandpa's Darlin, 
is due to foal this coming spring to the 
cover of Sovereign Don. 

Sovereign Don, a son of Sovereign 
Dancer, is the only other stallion at Jos¬ 
co with foals of racing age. He had the 
distinction of becoming Maryland's 
first 1991 freshman sire to sire a stakes 
winner when daughter Princess Blue 
won the Gold Digger Stakes at Haw¬ 
thorne in late October. He has four oth¬ 
er winners and currently leads Mary¬ 
land's freshman sire ranks. 

Graded stakes winner Aloha Pros¬ 
pector, whose first foals will be 2-year- 
olds in 1992, and new stallion Fair Skies 
round out the stallion roster. "We are 
high on Fair Skies," comments Decker 
regarding the 3-year-old son of Storm 
Bird. "He is a striking individual. And 
the accomplishments of his half-sister 
Crowned this past summer add to the 
attention he's been getting." Fair Skies, 


who was unraced due to a farm acci¬ 
dent as a yearling, is also a half-brother 
to multiple graded stakes winner Betty 
Lobelia. 

Josco Farm spreads over 238 acres of 
the former Labadie Mill Farm, leased 
from Dr. William Wright. The farm is 
located next door to North view Stallion 
Station, in the heart of the former 
Windfields expanse. Decker notes that 
22 mares owned by Josco and about a 
dozen mares owned by various clients 
are due to foal at the farm in 1992, simi¬ 
lar to the number foaled last spring. 
Other activities at the farm include 
breaking yearlings and sales-prepping. 
"We are preparing mares for the 
Timonium and Kentucky winter sales. 
And we're breaking approximately 25 
yearlings, some of which we'll send to 
the Florida 2-year-old sales," says 
Decker. "We do the initial ground work 
in a small arena, then move on to a 
large indoor arena. Eventually we work 
on a one-mile open turf gallop." 

Schelford North 

"We have never been so busy," says 
Linda Gaudet, who runs the commer¬ 
cial operation of Schelford North Farm 
along with her husband, trainer Eddie 
Gaudet. "Usually this is the slowest 
time of year for us. But our barns are 
full." Schelford North, which went 
through a reorganization in early Sep¬ 
tember and is now managed solely by 
the Gaudets, is located on 96 acres in 
Upper Marlboro, about 15 minutes 
from Bowie Training Center. Although 
the property is on the market, the 
Gaudets have a lease on the facilities, 
which include a 40-stall training barn, 
complete with an indoor track, and a 
half-mile track. With clients' horses to 
break and train, two stallions in resi¬ 
dence, and mares and weanlings, total 
horse population on the farm is close to 
80 horses. 

New to Schelford North for 1992 is 
the 11-year-old stallion Sitzmark, who 


arrived from Florida in July. Owned by 
Morris Bailey, the son of J. O. Tobin was 
a multiple stakes winner of $378,380 be¬ 
fore retiring to stud in 1987. "Mr. Bailey, 
who is from New York, wanted the stal¬ 
lion farther north," Linda explains. 
"He has since moved all his mares here 
to breed to Sitzmark." Sitzmark, a half- 
brother to top sire Cutlass, will stand 
the 1992 season for $1,500. After pur¬ 
chasing one service, a broodmare own¬ 
er may breed a second mare free. Schel¬ 
ford North also stands the royally-bred 
’^Vaguely Noble horse Perkin Warbeck, 
who descends directly from foundation 
broodmare Levee. A winner of six of 
seven starts while racing in England 
and an allowance winner in the U.S., 
Perkin Warbeck had his first crop of 
2-year-olds come to the races this year. 
The 9-year-old stallion, bred to 35 
mares in 1991, will stand the upcoming 
season for $1,500 live foal. 

In addition to the success on the 
commercial level, the Gaudets have the 
satisfaction of breeding and campaign¬ 
ing their recent stakes winner Fahrveg- 
nuggen. The 3-year-old son of de¬ 
ceased Schelford North stallion Bara 
Prince, out of Grace o' the Isles by Ram¬ 
bunctious, annexed the Japan Racing 
Association Handicap at Laurel in Oc¬ 
tober for his first stakes win. He be¬ 
came the first stakes winner for Bara 
Prince. Trained by Eddie and running 
in Linda's colors, Fahrvegnuggen had 
placed in four other stakes in 1991 and 
has now earned $101,092. "His sire was 
an unsound racehorse, but he really 
produced runners," notes Linda. An¬ 
other solid 3-year-old runner by Bara 
Prince is the filly Camabara, who has 
won $71,860 this year. She is a half-sis¬ 
ter to the Gaudets' 1987 Maryland-bred 
champion Trap Line. "We stopped 
using Bara Prince for breeding when 
we brought in Perkin Warbeck in 1988," 
Linda recalls. Used as a teaser, the 13- 
year-old stallion suffered from a twist¬ 
ed intestine last spring and had to be 
put down.

Wood So won the Delaware Valley Handicap (an "N" 
race, worth less than $25,000) at Philadelphia Park last 
March, and was third behind Safely Kept and In the Curl 
in the State of Maryland Distaff Handicap on this year's 
Maryland Million Day. 

Owned and trained by Katy Voss, Wood So comes 
from a family that has produced several outstanding run¬ 
ners for Ms. Voss's parents, longtime breeders John and 
Kitty Merryman. Wood So's granddam Love Bunowitz 
(by Vertex) was purchased by the Merrymans at a 1968 
Timonium auction for $3,200. Love Bunowitz became the 
dam of stakes winner Pistol White and granddam of 
stakes-placed His Own and Run Spot. 

Impudence, a daughter of Love Bunowitz, was un¬ 
raced, but also well-named, according to Voss. "She went 
to the race track every year, but each time we got her 
entered in a race she'd go lame, and we'd have to scratch 
her." Impudence, a foal of 1975, showed enough speed to 
convince the Merrymans to keep her as a broodmare. 
Voss purchased half-interest in the mare, and she and her 
parents alternated breeding seasons. Wood So, Impu¬ 
dence's sixth foal, was conceived on a Baederwood share 
owned by Voss's friend Bob Manfuso, making Manfuso 
and Voss co-breeders and owners of the filly.

Gaylord's Annie has triumphed over misfortune just 
like her namesake. Little Orphan Annie. "We found her 
dam. Dotty Brotherton (by Barbizon), dead in the field 
one day, when she was about two weeks old," says Duck 
Martin, co-owner of Worthington Farms in Glyndon, 
Md., where Gaylord's Annie was raised. 


"Our employee Susie Owings is the one who took 
care of her; she fed the filly bottles of goat's milk." 

Gaylord's Annie belongs to David P. Reynolds, for¬ 
mer president of the Reynolds Aluminum Company and 
uncle of Duck Martin's wife Glennie. Mr. Reynolds, part- 
owner of the successful stallion Lord Gaylord, who stands 
at Worthington Farms, has kept a major portion of his 
breeding stock at the Martins' farm for many years. Dotty 
Brotherton was named for Mr. Reynolds's daughter. 

Although she didn't distinguish herself on the race 
track (12 starts, 1 win, $11,270), Dotty Brotherton was 
related to a number of Reynolds's good runners. She was a 
full sister to Lady Barbizon ($119,516, My Fair Lady H, 3rd 
Post Deb S-G3), and a half-sister to Marching Margy (by 
Go Marching), dam of stakes winners Lord March and 
Purple Decade. 

Gaylord's Annie is her dam's seventh named foal, 
and by far the most accomplished. "She's a very consis¬ 
tent, hard-trying filly," says Mr. Martin, noting that, in 
addition to her five wins, she's finished second eight 
times this year. "If all of those were victories, she'd be a 
world-beater." 

A strong runner-up to Countus In in the First Nation¬ 
al Bank of Maryland Ladies Handicap on Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day, Gaylord's Annie got her first stakes win a month 
later in the Susquehanna Breeders' Cup at Philadelphia 
Park. She rallied to a three-quarter length score over 
Wortheroatsingold. On October 14, she returned to finish 
out of the money in Laurel's Queen Isabella Handicap 
won by Dixie Accent. "Probably ran back too soon," says 
Mr. Martin.

spirit of Christmas Past 
at Merryland Farm

The sales summaries were brief and to the point. 
They stated simply that hip number 173, the 7-year-old 
bay mare Star Rhymer, by The Rhymer—Even Star, by 
Dauber, from the consignment of the Estate of Danny 
Shea, was purchased by O. Eckenrode for $1,100. 

Hundreds at ringside at the 1960 Maryland Fall sale 
at Timonium witnessed the drama, but few knew what 
to make of it. 

There was elbow nudging and a general air of puz¬ 
zlement when the elderly gentleman who led Star 
Rhymer up to the sales ring refused to surrender her to 
white-coated Earl Phelps, who was to show her while 
the bidding was in progress. The old man petted and 
talked to the mare, reassuring her as she circled slowly 
before prospective buyers. 

When announcer John Finney had finished reading 
pertinent pedigree information and stating the mare's 
breeding status, auctioneer Laddie Dance looked 
down at the old man and asked, "What are you doing 
here?" 

"You'll see," was the reply. Dance shrugged his 
shoulders, pounded the gavel and began his chant, 
asking for an opening bid. 

"Five hundred," chirped the man at the end of the 
shank. A counterbid of $600 followed; the old man 
came back with $700. From the other side of the ring a 
bid of $750 was recognized. The old man stroked the 
mare, then raised the ante to $800. On it went to 
$1,100. There the bidding hung. 

Dance cast a furtive glance around the ring, then 
banged his gavel down in finality. At this, the old 
man—an ex-cavalryman known simply as "Eckie"— 
sighed in relief and threw his arms around the mare's 
neck, hugging her. Star Rhymer was his! 

The old eyes were young again now; they were 
those of a child filled with the wonderment of a Christ¬ 
mas morning, brimming with delight and expectation. 


Moved, the crowd applauded as Eckie strode jubi¬ 
lantly from the ring. Instinctively the audience real¬ 
ized the vignette it had just witnessed was born of love 
and devotion. 

Eckie, whose formal name was Oliver Eckenrode, is 
now with the dust. He was a kind, gentle man of sim¬ 
ple tastes. He gave 21 of his 60 years to government 
service in the cavalry and another 15 or so to the Shea 
family's Merryland Farm. 

What was behind the special attachment Eckenrode 
had for Star Rhymer? we asked. 

"Well, you see," he began in a soft voice that belied 
his long campaign as a cavalryman, "I first met the late 
Mr. Shea when we were serving at Fort Reno, Okla. He 
was a captain in charge of the Thoroughbred stallions 
and mares. I came here to work for him after the war. 
Over the years we talked a good bit about the mares 
and he once told me that there were two mares he 
always wished to keep. One was Snow Jet and the 
other was Star Rhymer. 

"Mrs. Shea (now Betty Miller, longtime treasurer of 
the MHBA) and Danny Jr. bought Snow Jet after the 
captain died; Star Rhymer was put in the sale. I just 
couldn't see her going to anyone else, so on the night 
of the sale when Mrs. Shea came down to the barn to 
say goodbye to the horses that were to be sold, I told 
her that I wanted to lead Star Rhymer into the ring. 

" 'Perhaps it would be best if you said goodbye to 
her now,' she suggested. No, I said. I'm not going to 
say goodbye to her—I'm going to buy Star Rhymer. I 
'folded' her and raised her at Merryland, and Merry¬ 
land is where she belongs." 

Eckie had gone to the bank that morning to with¬ 
draw $2,000. And woe betide the man whose bid 
might exceed the limits of the old campaigner's life 
savings! 
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Star Rhymer, in foal to the home stallion 
Flaming Fleet, didn't race due to knee trou¬ 
ble. As she stood in the Timonium sales 
ring she was worth only $1,050 to any 
one else, but to Oliver Ecken- 
rode she was worth every pen¬ 
ny he had ever saved. Ec- 
kenrode's dearest friends 
were God's creatures. To 
best appreciate the un¬ 
usual bond between 
this kindly old gentle¬ 
man and his wards it 
was necessary to visit Mer- 
ryland at Christmastime. 

Slip back in time to a De¬ 
cember evening more than 30 
years ago and be renewed . . 

Even before Eckie puts his 
weight behind the heavy door of the 
broodmare barn and slides it open, strains 
of "The First Noel" fill the frosty air. Inside, 
the aisleway of the 225-foot barn is festooned with 
garlands of spruce. Not so much as a single straw is on 
the floor. 

The top half of each of the 28 stall doors is covered 
with bright holiday gift wrapping paper. In the center 
of each is a large snowflake or sunburst design in silver 
and gold. Spruce boughs and sprigs of holly complete 
the framework. 

Hanging below these from red ribbons are greeting 
cards addressed to the tenant of each stall. One bears 
the message: " To Snow Jet, from your boy friend Man¬ 
uelito." Another, on a barren mare's stall door, reads: 
"To Pop-Bottle—Hope to see you soon, ’‘^River War." 

On the doors of the weanlings' stalls are greetings 
from their dams. 

Overhead, strings of gaily-colored lights cross and 
criss-cross the timbers. Bells, with bulbs for clappers, 
blink on and off. At the far end of the barn small 
Christmas trees are in place by the corners of the rec¬ 
ord player. Carolers' voices fill the air. The mares, their 
heads hanging over stall doors, nod in response. 

This barn is Eckie's home. His room is at the north 
end of the barn, adjoining the stall now tenanted by 
the mare White Poppy. It used to be a tack or feed 
room; now, it is a place for a bone-weary old man to lay 
down his body to rest in solitude. Small and humbly 
furnished, the room is as warm as its tenant, and tells 
much about him. 

On the TV console stands a framed photograph of a 
distinguished-looking elderly couple: Eckie's parents. 


both deceased after full lives. Here, too, are 
greeting cards from friends who share 
Eckie's love of all creatures, great and 
small. 

On a small dresser is a photo¬ 
graph of Danny Shea, as a Re¬ 
mount captain. Also, there 
is an open box, contain¬ 
ing a flannel shirt, pre¬ 
sumably a Christmas 
present. 

Over Eckie's cot a 
shelf holds a row of sil- 
ver-and gold-colored horse 
figures aligned in a "pa¬ 
rade front" formation. Pho¬ 
tographs of a mounted Dan¬ 
ny Shea clearing a high jump, 
of Turbine, and other Merry- 
land-breds brighten the walls. 
Watching a visitor admire a 
photograph of a well-turned-out 
horse is Eckie, happy that he has found 
someone with whom to share his special joy. 

Eckie had no immediate family ties. His friends 
were the horses on whom he lavished affection. At this 
visit he had been decorating the Merryland broodmare 
barn each Yuletide season for eight years—all at his 
own expense. Work began December 18 and remained 
in place until January 8. Why did he arrange such a 
moving display? 

"Well," he pondered for a moment, "for a great 
many years churches the world over have been deco¬ 
rated at Christmas tide. That's all as it should be, un¬ 
derstand, but I think it's only fitting and proper that 
the spirit of the season should also be observed at the 
place of its origin—the stable. 

With each passing year Eckie's display grew and 
attracted new visitors. And, of course, old friends kept 
coming back. Some 500 persons already had trooped 
through the Merryland broodmare barn at the time of 
this visit. Still to come were members of two hunt clubs 
slated to make the pilgrimage en masse. 

More than 30 years' time has not dimmed memory 
of my two meetings with Oliver Eckenrode. I wish we 
could say that his faith in Star Rhymer was repaid 
many times over. The foal she was carrying at the time 
of purchase. Small Eckie, won six races and less than 
$12,000. The old girl's produce were noted more for 
trying their best than flashes of brilliance. In retro¬ 
spect, I suppose that's all Eckie would ask of any of his 
special friends. □ 


December 1991 
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Hfistory was made in the rolling hillsides near 
Leesburg, Vk* on October 12, when Morven Park hos¬ 
ted the first-ever day of pari-mutuel racing in Virginia. 

A crowd of about 8,500 turned out for the eight-race 
program, the 12th annual Morven Park Steeplechase 
Races, consisting of six ^vdi^ifs over National fences, 
one timber race, and a simulcast of the Breeders' Cup 
Steeplechase from Fair Hill. Betting totaled $70,059. 

Although wagering and attendance figures were 
below most projections, the day was successful from a 
lopstical standpoint. "Everything went off without a 















hitch," said race committee chairman Dr. Joseph M. 
Rogers. 

The first race was won by Milton Ritzenberg's home¬ 
bred 3-year-old gelding Monarch Again, a grandson of 
the longtime Virginia stallion Hagley. The favorite. 
Monarch Again, ridden by Gerry Newman and 
trained by Jim Day, paid $7.20. 

The victorious owner/trainer/rider team staged a re¬ 
peat in the second race, with Explosive Madam. And 
Ritzenberg, a former president of the Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association, was back on the winner's plat¬ 
form again after his Grasstime, trained by Burley 
Cocks and ridden by Joe Walsh, captured the sixth 
event on the card. 

Dogwood Stable's Peer Prince, trained by Charlie 
Fenwick and ridden by Sean Clancy, took the featured 
$15,000 Arthur McCashin Memorial. 

Dr. Rogers saddled his own Imperial Morn to win 
the Samuel H. Rogers Memorial timber event, named 
for his father, a longtime Virginia horseman. 

"We've always thought that pari-mutuel racing 
ought to be in Wginia," remarked Dr. Rogers, who 
was responsible for staging the event along with fellow 
operations committee members Ed Maurer and J. 
Hamilton Lambert. "It took a lot of effort on the part of 
many people. But it ran very well." □

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Three-day and driving events 
happily wed at Fair Hill

The Fair Hill International Three-Day Event, on the 
last weekend in October, had two divisions this year— 
a two-star Concours Complet International (for horses 
with some international experience), the USET Fall 
Championship for advanced horses, and, for those at 
the open intermediate level. Final Selection Trials for 
the Pan American Games in Georgia in November. 

In addition. Fair Hill hosted the Fall Championships 
for combined driving. Never before in this country had 
both three-day and combined driving events been run 
in the same place at the same time. What could have 
been a logistical nightmare was instead a huge suc¬ 
cess, thanks to the efforts of organizers Trish Gilbert 
and Lana Wright, and their many volunteers. 

Competition began Thursday afternoon with open 
intermediate dressage, which produced only one 

Westerners took home both championships contested 
at the Fair Hill International Three-Day Event. Sandscript

victory in the Pan Am Selection Trials while Californian 
Derek DiGrazia (far right) won the CCI on Our Busby. 
Judges evaluated CCI dressage tests through morning fog. 
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outstanding test—Michael Godfrey and Shannon, his 
16.1-hand Thoroughbred mare, performed brilliantly 
to lead the pack of 24 by ten points. 

Fog crept in overnight, obscuring the start of ad¬ 
vanced and driving dressage on Friday morning. But 
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the weather had cleared by early afternoon, allowing 
spectators to witness the best ride of the day, executed 
by Derek DiGrazia and Our Busby. The tall, blond Cali¬ 
fornian and his 10-year-old Thoroughbred/cross geld¬ 
ing completed a test that was both elegant and accu¬ 
rate, scoring a 44.0. Mike Plumb was close behind, in 
second place with Adonis (48.0) and sixth with Execu¬ 
tive II (57.0). 

Driving dressage was the highlight of the day. Driv¬ 
ers were required to perform dressage movements 
demonstrating harmony, impulsion and accuracy. Pre¬ 
sentation and the overall impression of the turnout 
were also judged. The real crowd pleasers were the 
four-in-hands, but all of the teams made a splendid 
appearance on a lovely autumn afternoon. 

The following morning's CCI speed and endurance 
competition was delayed a half-hour by fog, which 
again had descended during the night. Poor visibility 
was reflected in the scores, with time penalties preva¬ 
lent. Of the 41 starters, only two completed the phase 



without time faults. Canadian Robert Stevenson on 
Risky Business vaulted from 18th to second place on 
the strength of his fast round, while John Williams and 
Bailey moved from 30th to fifth. Our Busby retained 
his lead, finishing the 27-obstacle course with only 
eight time faults. 

Mike Plumb had a bad day. He was forced to with¬ 
draw Executive II before cross-country because the 
horse had an irregular heartbeat and his second ride, 
on Adonis, ended with a fall at fence 15, the Cordwood 
Cradle. Plumb withdrew with a broken collarbone. 

Consensus among the riders was that the course 
was technically difficult but fair. Nineteen competitors 
survived without refusals; 13 withdrew or were elimi¬ 
nated. 

Open intermediate cross-country was accom¬ 
plished in record time since riders were sent off in two- 
minute, rather than four-minute, intervals to make up 
for the delayed start.

Shannon and Michael Godfrey performed a brilliant 
dressage test in the open intermediate division, but their 
run-out during cross-country dropped them to 14th. 

Shannon had a run-out at fence five, a palisade, 
dropping Michael Godfrey from first to 14th place. Jil 
Walton and Fax had a clean round to move into first, 
with Todd Trewin on Sandscript less than two points 
behind. 

Spectators hardly had to move to watch the driving 
marathon because the hazards were situated in the 
cross-country area. Like speed and endurance in 
three-phase, the marathon tests the fitness and 
stamina of the horses and the skill of the drivers. Each 
of the eight hazards featured a different sort of obsta¬ 
cle—hay bales, log piles, fences, etc. These were ar¬ 
ranged at odd angles to form marked gates which had 
to be negotiated in order. Drivers were required to 
choose the fastest route through the maze without get¬ 
ting stuck or tipping over—the options were seem¬ 
ingly endless. One hazard, the Squire's Garden, con¬ 
tained more than 20 possible turns. Watching drivers 
maneuver teams of horses through spaces barely wide 
enough to accommodate the vehicle was astonishing 
and heart-stopping. 

Sunday began with the final phase of the driving 
event, obstacles or cones, in which drivers go through 
a series of pairs of cones with weighted balls set in their 
tops. Penalties were assessed for time and knock¬ 
downs. 

Best in the Advanced Horse Eastern Singles Driving 
Championship were Bill Orth and Yukon Jack. Said 
fellow competitor Betsy Cowperthwaite: "He is so fast 
on the marathon he's unbelievable. I rode with him last 
year; never had such a ride in my whole life." Veronica 
Wood won the pony division with Spot. 

The USET National Pairs Driving Championship 
produced a tight race between Tucker Johnson and 
James Fairclough, both of whom, along with Lana 
Wright, were members of the gold medal-winning 
U.S. team at the World Pairs Championship in Austria 
in September. Fairclough led Johnson by a mere point 
as the last test began. Fairclough, known for his accu¬ 
racy in the cones, seemed a shoo-in after Johnson had 
a knockdown, but his team of Dutch Warmbloods dis¬ 
lodged three balls, losing the championship. 

Bill Long drove Clay Camp's team to victory in the 
USET Four-in-Hand Teams Driving Observation Trial. 
An international competitor for ten years. Long has 
been national champion several times and was the first 
American team driver to win at Royal Windsor. He is 
based in Southern Pines, N.C., but conducts driving 
clinics throughout the country. 

With the cones replaced by the show jumping 
course, the Western three-day contingent proceeded 
to show its strength. Todd Trewin of Washington state, 
standing second in the open intermediate Pan Ameri¬ 







can Selection Trials by less than a knockdown, sur¬ 
prised himself with a clean round. "Sandscript likes to 
rub rails—it's scary out there," said Trewin, who was 
especially pleased with his performance because the 
horse's former owner was visiting from New Zealand. 

As leaders, Californian Jil Walton and Fax were last 
to go. They held their edge until the very last jump, 
where a knockdown gave the win to Trewin and Sand¬ 
script. 

Western domination continued in the CCI as Derek 
DiGrazia and Our Busby comfortably held on to first 
place despite a knockdown. They will compete in the 
Olympic trials next spring after wintering in Pebble 
Beach, where DiGrazia and his wife Bea, herself a 
world-class event rider, run an extensive boarding and 
training facility. 

Only five points behind Our Busby was the New 
Zealand-bred Risky Business, ridden by Robert Stev¬ 
enson of New Brunswick, Canada. They were awarded 
the Furtive Trophy as the highest-placed international 
competitors. 

Saving the day for the home team was Jane Sleeper 
of Warwick (Md.), who finished third in both events— 
the CCI on Carpe Diem and the Pan Am trials with 
Take Over. She was selected for the Pan American 
Championships squad along with Michael Godfrey 
(Shannon), John Williams (Outback Red) and Josh 
Walther (Off the Cuff). 

The dust had barely settled following Derek's victo¬ 
ry gallop when riders and drivers alike agreed on the 
success and excitement of the weekend. Eventing en¬ 
thusiasts became driving fans in three short days, and 
vice-versa. As Trish Gilbert summed it up: "It was one 
of those miracles that came off." □

Bill Purdey, who owns and operates 
115-acre Greenfields in Colts Neck, 
consigned Dance Troupe to the Keene¬ 
land November Sale. She is in foal to 
Air Forbes Won. Purdey has seven oth¬ 
er broodmares in foal at his farm, in¬ 
cluding Dance Troupe's daughter Royal 
Troupe (by Akureyri) and his top class 
race mare Spruce Fir. He also reports 
that he still has a yearling colt by Track 
Barron out of Dance Troupe. The colt 
went through the Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Sale this year, only to be returned to 
the farm after a bone chip was found 
when his ankles were x-rayed. Purdey 
notes that the chip has been removed 
and the colt will soon be broken and 
put in training.

■ New Jersey Racing Commission dep¬ 
uty director Charles K. Bradley, 52, 
died of cancer on October 17 at Centra 
State Hospital in Freehold.

Mrs. Armstrong, owner of long- 
prominent Meadowview Farm in 
Moorestown, has continued the opera¬ 
tion of the farm since the death of her 
husband Wallis in 1956. Meadowview 


has had a storied history—it was the 
birthplace of horse of the year and Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Cavalcade; Case 
Ace, winner of the Arlington Futurity 
and dam sire of Raise a Native; and 
Metropolitan Handicap winner Knick¬ 
erbocker. Stallions who stood at the 
farm over the years included *Teddy, 
^Easton and Your Host. 

In recent years, Mrs. Armstrong has 
cut back on the size of the operation 
and turned to racing homebreds.

Strawbridge's English-bred filly 
Ristna, by Kris, was a group winner at 
Newmarket in early October. The 
3-year-old easily won the Cheveley 
Park Stud Sun Chariot Stakes-G2 by 
four lengths. A U.S. campaign may be 
in the future for the filly who now has 
two wins and a second in four starts in 
England. 

Closer to home, the Strawbridge- 
bred 3-year-old Tribal Crown won the 
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Sir Ivor Stakes at Pimlico. Owned by 
Dogwood Stable, who purchased the 
Chiefs Crown colt at the 1989 Saratoga 
Select Yearling sale for $240,000, Tribal 
Crown is out of First Approach, who 
was also bred by Strawbridge. First Ap¬ 
proach won six stakes, including the 
Flower Bowl Handicap-Gl. 

Selkirk, the Strawbridge homebred 
who captured the Queen Elizabeth II 
Stakes-Gl at Ascot the end of Septem¬ 
ber, has been sidelined for the remain¬ 
der of the year after sustaining a leg 
injury. Last year's champion Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred 2-year-old colt was to have 
competed in the Breeders' Cup at 
Churchill Downs. 

■ Classic sire Sportin' Life has been 
moved to Dr. William Solomon's Pin 
Oak Lane Farm in New Freedom for the 
1992 breeding season. The 13-year-old 
son of Nijinsky II out of the Round Ta¬ 
ble mare Homespun previously stood 
at Lane's End Farm in Kentucky. 

Sportin' Life, a graded stakes win¬ 
ner of $181,726, annexed the William 
duPont Jr. Handicap-G3 among his five 
stakes wins. He is a full brother to 
Grade 1 winner Folk Art (Oak Leaf 
S-Gl, etc.) and graded stakes-placed 
Barefoot Ballerina. Retired to stud in 
1983, Sportin' Life was represented by 
Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Bet Twice 
from his first crop. Bet Twice, who re¬ 
tired with career earnings of 
$3,308,599, won the Pimlico Special, 
Laurel Futurity-Gl and four other 
graded stakes. 

Sportin' Life has sired five stakes 
winners and 11 stakes-placed horses.

He is out 
of Pukka Princess, a graded stakes- 
winning daughter of Pukka Gent. 

Executive Pride (Ire) stands at Blue 
Ridge Farm in Upperville as the proper¬ 
ty of a syndicate. The 11-year-old horse, 
by General Assembly, was a multiple 
stakes winner in Europe and placed in 
eight other stakes, including a second 
in the Hollywood Derby-Gl. His oldest 
foals are 4-year-olds. 

■ Electric Blue was represented by his 
first winner from his first crop when 
the 2-year-old filly Ellin B. won a maid¬ 
en claiming race at Laurel on October 
14. Ellin B., bred in Virginia by Marcy 
Buffum, is trained by Charles H. 
Hadry. 

Electric Blue, a lightly raced son of 
Cyane, made three starts at 2, winning 
twice and placing second in the Holly¬ 
wood Futurity-Gl to Snow Chief, de¬ 
feating Ferdinand, among others. He 
also stands at Blue Ridge Farm in Up¬ 
perville. 

■ Virginia-bred Rubiano (Fappiano— 
Ruby Slippers by Nijinsky II) gave a 


thrilling performance in winning the 
NYRA Mile-Gl on October 26. Head¬ 
ing into the turn, the Centennial Farm 
colorbearer was blocked by a wall of 
horses. But jockey Jose Santos man¬ 
aged to find an opening, and Rubiano, 
the 116-pound highweight, charged 
through on the outside to gain his third 
victory in a row, and his first in a 
graded stakes. Thirteen rivals were 
within seven lengths of him at the wire. 


Rubiano was bred by Third Kirsmith 
Racing Associates, a partnership of 
Robert H. Smith (owner of Heronwood 
Farm in Upperville) and Richard 
Kirsten (whose Burning Tree Stable 
campaigns multiple stakes winner 
Devilish Touch). He was purchased by 
Centennial Farms at the 1988 Saratoga 
Yearling sale for $650,000. 

■ Cefis, a multiple graded stakes-win- 
ning son of Caveat—Ring Dancer by

Futurity-Gl) and half-brother to Run 
Smartly ($213,894, Gay Matelda S, Ja- 
meela S, Bryn Mawr S, etc.). 

To stand for $2,500 live foal, Cefis 
joins Val de I'Orne (Fr), Quadratic and 
Linkage at Rockburn.

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Book Review

Ruffian: Burning From The 
Start. Jane Schwartz. Ballantine 
Books, New York. 1991. 272 pp., illus. 
$18, hardcover. 

Forty-four years after a two-and- 
a-half semester flirtation with aca¬ 
deme, at least one impression endures: 
the proposition of John Dewey that in¬ 
telligence cannot exist in repose. It is 
not residual, he taught, but functional, 
and it functions only dynamically, in 
the process of solving problems. 

A practical application, learned a 
longer and harder way, is that reporters 
aren't supposed to know things; they 
are supposed to find out things. A re¬ 
porter sitting in the press box, or lean¬ 
ing against the betting cage, exchang¬ 
ing knowledge with other reporters, 
isn't finding out anything. The princi¬ 
pal deterrent to reporting, in the 50 
years this dropout has observed it, has 
been that the very asking of a question 
betrays ignorance of its answer; thus, in 
too many instances, the asking is em¬ 
barrassing and doesn't get done. 

Jane Schwartz, in the long and lov¬ 
ing labor of constructing Ruffian: Burn¬ 
ing From The Start, has found out 
things. Not since Bill Nack's ill-fated 
book on Secretariat, and never before it, 
has hard reporting and skilled writing, 
logic and pathos, been combined in a 
book about Thoroughbred racing. 

Where is the literature about this 
fascinating game of joys and heart¬ 
break, in which nothing succeeds as 
giddily as success or fails as cruelly as 
failure? We have the nil-nisi-bonum 
genre of Shoe and The Kid, but where is 
racing's Field of Dreams or even its Bang 
the Drum Slowly? 

Perhaps it lies in the small, energet¬ 
ic, positive person of Jane Schwartz, 
who cut not a single corner in the five 
years it took her to gather, organize and 
assemble the details of the short life 
and times of the finest filly who ever 
ran, from the mating to her final, ma¬ 
jestic raging against the dying of the 
light. 


Jane Schwartz, who had never 
worked for a newspaper, found out 
things. That should have been ex¬ 
pected. It was an advantage to have 
read Caught, her bittersweet little novel, 
and thereby know the powers of empa¬ 
thy and perception she had at her dis¬ 
posal. To say that Caught is about hom¬ 
ing pigeons in Schwartz's native 
Brooklyn would be as silly as, if less 
hilarious than, Rosalind Russell's line 
about Moby Dick in Wonderful Town: ". . . 
it's about this whale." 

Ruffian is about this horse, but it is 
about much more. It is about the people 
around her, about their slowly building 
elation in the knowledge that they may 
be becoming adjuncts to an enchanted, 
enchanting being who is going to be, if 
not unprecedented, certainly some¬ 
thing wildly, intoxicatingly wonderful, 
and in counterpoint their repression of 
their own hope because of the chilling 
fear that any moment their magnificent 
animal may—in the crudity heard after 
Ruffian's demise—"come unbuckled." 

Yes, Virginia, horses have person¬ 
alities. What, not believe Ruffian had a 
tinge of the sin of pride about her, after 
hearing Jacinto Vasquez chuckle at An¬ 
gel Cordero's Tarzan noises, trying to 
"spook" her in a race? After hearing 
Lucien Laurin say, after she toyed with 
her field of 2-year-olds in the Spinaway, 
that "as God is my judge, she may be 
even better than Secretariat"? 

She could be coy and bitchy and 
cute. Schwartz transmits her person¬ 
ality through the words of the people at 
the barn: Squeaky and Dan and the late 
Yates Kennedy, a singular piece of work 
among the multifarious pieces of work 
one finds on the backside. Sinewy, 
salty Yates who at 73 was getting on a 
half-dozen horses in the morning and 
driving the NYRA van between Bel¬ 
mont and Aqueduct in the afternoon. 
Yates who knew what it meant when he 
got off the big black 2-year-old filly 
thinking he'd gone in 37-and-one and 
heard Frank Whiteley calling him a 


damn fool for going in 35-and-change, 
"too goddam fast!" 

Mike Bell, tough Mike Bell, bursting 
into tears as they carried Ruffian back 
to the barn in the van they knew would 
be her tumbril. Tougher Frank White- 
ley, grieving deeply, yelling at Bell to 
"get ahold of yourself." They are there, 
telling Ruffian's story with their emo¬ 
tions, because Jane Schwartz found out 
things. There is caring, uncompromis¬ 
ing, manure-on-the-shoes reporting in 
this book. 

It is said above that Schwartz "con¬ 
structed" her book, and the word is 
used advisedly. She spent five years 
gathering the pieces and putting them 
together. She was not in the breeding 
shed when Reviewer "thrust himself 
into" Shenanigans, nor was she on 
Plainfield Avenue outside Dr. Reed's 
hospital in the wee hours, the end of 
that long, horrible day, when Ruffian 
began to emerge from anesthesia and 
cast men away like rag dolls as they lay 
on her, trying to hold her still. But Jane 
Schwartz talked to almost everybody 
who was there, or who was anywhere 
around Ruffian in the 38 months and 19 
days that were her life. 

So she reconstructed entire conver¬ 
sations that took place before she ever 
heard of Ruffian. There are critics who 
carp at the medium, but it was the vehi¬ 
cle for Compulsion a generation ago, for 
In Cold Blood a little later, and it has 
reaped increasing royalties ever since. 
The proof of its validity is that Frank 
Whiteley and Jacinto Vasquez, two of 
the most exigent men racing has 
known, have read their own words and 
find them ringing true. Only those 
who have confronted Whiteley and/or 
Vasquez in dudgeon know what 
Schwartz's penance for inaccuracy or 
embellishment might have been. 

Ruffian is as good a book as Bill 
Nack's Secretariat, which means it is as 
good as any Thoroughbred racing book 
ever. Nack had the benefit of two years 
with Secretariat as a day-to-day report- 
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er, but only a six-month sabbatical to 
report and write it. Nack's book was 
also victim to some of the worst market¬ 
ing visited on any book, racing or oth¬ 
erwise. 

First, they called it Big Red of Meadow 
Stable. Nobody ever called Secretariat 
Big Red and most of the people who 
appreciated the original Big Red were 
dead. Only racing people knew what 
Meadow Stable was, and there was no 
need to ''sell" racing people. Then they 
put a jacket on the book that looked like 
a Mother's Day card, more suitable for 
Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm. So the best 
book ever written about racing 
bombed. 

Schwartz's book jacket at least says 
Ruffian on it.

50 Years Ago... 

■ "'America is at war—and is rolling 
up strength for an all-out effort on the 
part of one and all to win that war. 
Nothing must stop that effort, and 
the horsemen are the first to 
recognize and subscribe to that fact," 
began an editorial titled "Racing and 
The War." Noting that England had 
resumed racing after only a few 
months' interruption in 1940, editor 
Humphrey S. Finney presented the 
case for continuation of racing during 
wartime: first, its recreational value 
for both civilians and the military 
forces; second, loss of tax revenues to 
the states; and third, devaluation of 
investments in bloodstock. 

■ Highlight of the three-session 
Maryland Fall sales was the dispersal 
of the late Thomas Hitchcock's stable 
of 19 steeplechasers and prospects, 
which brought $67,900 of the $92,790 
realized overall. The "brilliant" 
3-year-old Redlands topped the sale, 
commanding a bid of $13,000 from 
Rokeby Stable. Next highest price was 
the $7,000 paid by Kent Miller for 
Elkridge, also 3. 

■ "Believing in the cross of the blood 
of ’^Teddy with that of "^Challenger II," 
Col. E.R. Bradley planned to send 
three daughters of "^La Troienne (by 
"^Teddy) to Glade Valley for the 
upcoming breeding season. (Two of 
the three produced foals in 1943, one 
of whom was champion Bridal 
Flower, out of Selima winner Big 
Hurry.) 

■ The grand old gelding 
Exterminator, then 26, made his first 
appearance at Pimlico since 1924. 

With his pony companion Peanuts, 
beloved "Old Bones" led the field to 
the post in the Exterminator 
Handicap, completely upstaging the 
featured Pimlico Special. Commented 
"The Editor's Saddle Bag": 
"Exterminator's appearance was 
acclaimed in no halfway measure by 
the delighted crowd. Taken into the 
centerfield, the old warrior stood by 
the flagpole and watched the field 
circle the oval with ears pricked and 
every sign of intense interest." 


30 Years Ago... 

■ On the strength of his galloping 
14-length win under 161 pounds in 
the Temple Gwathmey Handicap, 
Maryland-bred Peal was named 
steeplechaser of the year by The 
Morning Telegraph-Daily Racing Form 
poll. Although bred and owned by 
Harry A. Love, the champion had a 
pedigree associated with Janon Fisher 
Jr., who stood both his sire ("^Hunters 
Moon IV) and his maternal grandsire 
(Swing and Sway) and bred his dam 
(Golden Bells). The finish of the 
Temple Gwathmey, as well as the 
presentation, were on the cover of the 
magazine. 

■ Other Morning Telegraph champions 
with close Maryland connections 
were horse of the year Kelso, owned 
by Mrs. Richard C. duPont of 
Chesapeake City, and champion 
3-year-old colt Carry Back, sired by 
the Country Life Farm stallion Saggy. 
Furthermore, T.V Lark clinched his 
turf championship in the Washington 
(D.C.) International and top 
2-year-old colt Crimson Satan won the 
Pimlico Futurity. 

■ Featured in Joe Hickey's series on 
leading Maryland-bred money 
winners was Nickel Boy, still in 
training at 6, whose $291,957 in 
earnings placed him sixth on the list. 
(Eventually he won $357,303, not 
worth a ranking on the current 
standings.) Bred by Howard County 
tavern proprietor Melvin P. Blackburn, 
who raised a few Thoroughbreds as a 
sideline. Nickel Boy was the unlikely 
offspring of a sire and dam eventually 
sold for slaughter. "^His Nickel, the 
stallion, had been used primarily as a 
teaser and Carickmacross, the mare, 
failed to conceive after producing 
Nickel Boy. Sold by Blackburn for 
$8,000 as a 2-year-old, Nickel Boy 
worked his way up the claiming 
ranks, making money for each of his 
owners. He did his best racing for 
Max Gluck's Elmendorf, which 
claimed him for $20,000. 

■ "Those who play the races 
regularly have largely recovered from 
that careful and fearful respectability 


which palls so much of society," 
wrote Dr. Albert L. Hammond in a 
recently-published book entitled 
Proprieties and Vagaries. As associate 
professor of philosophy at Johns 
Hopkins University and a 
newspaperman. Dr. Hammond was 
also a serious gambler who had once 
taken nine years off and earned a 
living betting on horses. His book of 
nine essays was receiving favorable 
national attention. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ Run the Gantlet, whose son 
Providential (Ire) outfinished his 
daughter April Run (Ire) in the 
Washington (D.C.) International, 
appeared on the cover with Jerry 
Hoffberger and Sonny Sims, owner 
and manager of Sunset Hill Farm. 
Hoffberger, seeking a good stallion to 
stand at his newly acquired Howard 
County property, had purchased the 
1971 turf champion (and International 
winner) from Bert Firestone, through 
agent John Jacobs, the previous 
summer. The Rokeby-bred had 
achieved moderate success at 
Firestone's Gilltown Stud in Ireland, 
siring a lot of useful horses but no 
standouts. Now, just over a year later, 
he had three Grade 1 winners— 
Providential, April Run and Ardross. 

■ Given his background. Bill 
Passmore's choice of profession was 
virtually inevitable. He grew up on 
Bayard Sharp's farm in Delaware, 
where his father was a steeplechase 
jockey, trainer and farm manager, 
sometimes concurrently. Lucy Acton 
interviewed both Passmores—William 
J., the 48-year-old jockey, at home in 
Laurel while recovering from an 
injury, and William L., his 71-year-old 
father, in retirement in Seaford, Del. 

"I wish he'd quit," commented the 
senior Passmore, although he had 
helped his underage son get his 
original license. However, in response 
to what he had come to call "The 
Question," Bill answered that he 
intended to keep on riding as long as 
he was doing well and feeling well.

Breeders' Cup—^The Day of Champions 


hen the Breeders' Cup began, the organizers realized that 
winning their $1,000,000 sprint race, while sure to be an important 
victory, would neither guarantee nor be as significant as being voted 
the year's "Eclipse champion sprinter," one division among Thor¬ 
oughbred racing's established and widely accepted year-end cham¬ 
pionships. 

To avoid claiming more for Breeders' Cup races than was war¬ 
ranted, they consciously chose not to call their event a champion¬ 
ship. Instead, to help convey to the public the unusually high caliber 
of competition, and to give the races their due, they came up with 
the marvelously appropriate slogan, "Breeders' Cup—The Day of 
Champions." 

As sometimes happens, good thinking was compromised in 
hopes of improving television ratings. With the idea that more 
Americans might be induced to watch the NBC telecast if they were 
led to believe that the races determine awards, the event is now 
officially called the "Breeders' Cup Championship" and the original 
slogan has been dropped. 

Yet, the Breeders' Cup has no more direct impact on racing's 
year-end awards than the Rose Bowl has on the final rankings in 
college football polls. Just as each bowl is nothing more than one 
more game for the voters to consider, the Breeders' Cup Sprint—like 
Maryland's so-called "Juvenile Championship"—is only one more 
race. 

Hypothetically, were a similar event competitive to the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup to be established, it would have no less right to call itself the 
championship. The simple fact is, while there may be times when 
the industry is united in agreeing that certain Breeders' Cup winners 
should be divisional champions, there's nothing automatic about it. 

Unless that changes, the Breeders' Cup, Thoroughbred 
racing's greatest day, will be "The Day of Champions."
